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OAKLAND-CITY OF PROMISEi 
The New aaid Greater City Has Never Ceased Its Onward and Up- 


ward Progress for Which Nature Adapted It 


By TMUCSIH 
EVANS 


A little oyer a year ago the dawn of the Greater Oakland, of 


•which its most sanguine and ambitious and progressive citizens 
hare dreamed and worked, in season and out of season for a long 
series of years, broke upon it in a-sudden and unexpected man- 
ner. It was produced by a calamity unforeseen to a neighbor- 
ing dty, whose sufferings were greatly ameliorated by the fact ,, 
that Oakland was in existence at the time the disaster occurred. 
Oakland served as a welcome base where the afflicted citizens of 
its neighbor could lay the foundation of rehabilitating its vast 
desolated area, sax c in a large measureits trade at home and pre- 
vent its foreign commerce from being'alienated. This unprece- 
dented event in the world's history produced, however, another 
result quite as interesting in its effect, but relating chiefly to 
Oakland' namely, that this citv's claim to superior climate, ad- 
vantage of location and industrial and commercial possibilities, 
which had been exploited by its more enlightened and far-seeing 
citizens, had been fully vindicated through the discoveries made 
by the nearly two hundred thousand San Francisco refugees who 
had been compelled by unavoidable circumstances to take up 
their residence here. 


BEGINNING OF GREATER OAKLAND. \ 


Then began in earnest the era of Greater Oakland's develop- 


ment, and it has since been going on steadily at long strides with- 
out interruption, except that which was caused by the recent 
financial stringency suddenly forced on the country at large by 
the speculative element in New York. While that event has cut 
clown the total bank clearances of the country one-half, para- 
Ivzing trade and commerce in many parts of the United States 
a'nd in foreign lands, wrecking many powerful financial institu- 
itons of long standing and crippling others to such a degree that 
it may take months to repair their.resources and put them once 
more on a sound and solvent fating, Oakland has passed through 
the great crisis with the minimum of suffering and disaster and 
is once more bouyantly proceeding on its course toward the 
achievement of its final destiny. 


NATURE'S DESIGNS. 


For this greater destinj, nature has designed it. 
Art, 


wealth and enterprise, realizing their opportunity, are aiding one 
another to consummate, at the earliest possible moment, the up- 
building of the Greater Oakland which will result from its in- 
evit-ible consolidation with the towns and cities, villages and 
settle ments that have sprung up around it, have been built up by 
it and are reaping correspond "•>' benefit from its growth in pop- 
ulation, :ts increase in'wealth and the expansion of its commer- 
cial and industrial interests. 


ADJUSTING TO NEW 
CONDITIONS. 


A year ago Oakland, Berkeley and Alameda and their re- 


spective environs were busily employed in adjusting themselves 
temporal ily to the nexv conditions which had forced upon them 
at short notice an obligation to provide for a population more 
than double what they previously possessed and to acommodate 
the interrupted commerce of the metropolis. Every available 
resource xvas brought into play in order to expedite these tempo- 
rary accommodations. Thousands of new dwellings have been 
erected, a multitude of the residences occupying the territory 


. near the former business quarter have been adapted to business 
uses, for the benefit of both retail and wholesale trade. Most of 
the old stores located in the old-time business quarter have been 
remodelt d and modernized for a new class of trade, established 
on broader lines than this city had ever before been called upon 
to accommodate. A year later—the close of 1907—twenty 
months i'rom the time of the great San Francisco disaster—the 
three cities on the eastern shore of the bay are still straining 
every resource at their command to accommodate this unprece- 
dented influx of population, expansion of trade, commerce and 
industry. Thousands of nexv residences are today in course of 
erection in each of these cities and a big overflow has invaded 
the suburbs and is climbing the flank of the Contra Costa range, 
which forms so picturesque a background to the cities proper 
and is stretching along the plain for many miles to the eastward. 


INFLUENCE 
OF GROWTH OF POPULATION. 


This extraordinary growth of population and new habita- 


tions is defining clearly the future boundaries of the Greater Oak- 
•land whose foundation is now being so broadly laid. It indicates 
unmistakably that the city of the future will extend from Rich- 
mond across the Contra Costa county line on the north to Hay- 
ward to the southeast, and from the ship channel in mid-bay to 
the courty line as it follows the summit of the Contra Costa 
range. Over 300.00Q inhabitants occupy this territorv at pres- 
ent. A steady stream of new-comers is adding to their" numbers 
weekly. To all intents and purposes, it constitutes one big city 
now, in everything except in name, for the main cities within 
this area have amalgamated and the numerous villages consti- 
tuting their suburbs have run together so that their respective 
artificial boundary lines have been obliterated, until the whole 
territory has been welded into one harmonious community, pos- 
sessing ihe same interests, inspired by the same ambitions and 
looking forward to the fulfilment of a common destinv. 


LAYING TEE LINE OF METROPOLITAN 
*LIFE. 


While all these changes have been in progress to meet the 


new conditions of growth, the work of permanent development 
on metropolitan lines has been started in dead earnest. This is 
conspicuously illustrated in the erection of groups of massive 
structures of the most modern type, built with materials that 
will resist the shock of earthquake and the attack of fire without 
danger of destruction or serious damage. A dozen,or more of 
these costly, permanent business blocks have" raised their tall 
heads in the center of the business district of Oakland during 
the year which is now closing. They represent the expenditure 
of millions of dollars. They are the pioneer developments of the 
new era of progress -which lias set in, and which nothing can 
hereafter stay or delay. And while these huge and costly busi- 
ness structures are approaching completion, the preliminary 
work for others of a larger and more costly- character is in pro- 
gress, in volving the expenditure of many millions of dollars more 


than have been spent in the buildings recently completed and 
those approaching completion. 


And associated with these big undertakings is the well de- 


flnefl development of a wholesale business district and an enor- 
mous expansion of the" industrial or manufacturing districis 
hugging the bay shore and strung along the water-front of the 
inner harbor of Oakland. 


HARBOR 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


During the year the Federal Government and private enter- 


prise have joined in adapting Oakland^ harbor, which is per- 
forming an important part in the development of the Greater 
Oakland of the near future, for the increasing commerce which 
has drifted voluntarily toward it during the past year and is 
steadily, demanding enlarged facilities. 
Oakland harbor has 


become the main lumber distributing center for not only- all of 
the communities in Contra Costa and Alameda counties; but 
throughout the Santa Clara valley and a large part of the San 
Joaquin valley and intermediate territory. The lumber yards 
•and mills line its water-Trout for miles. ,• Several neAV wharves 
and docks have within the past twelve-month been constructed 
for the discharge of lumber cargoes carried in the largest vessels 
employed in the trade. The lumber fleet now using these docks 
and wharves has virtually doubled since Christmas of last year. 
One of, these new wharves, which has just been completed, will 
accommodate nine vessels moored end to end, each vessel having 
a carrying capacity of over one million feet, with nineteen feet 
of water alongside at low tide. The Federal Government is in 
the meantime devoting its efforts to dredging the channel to a 
depth of twenty-five feet at ordinary low tide, which will admit 
ocean-goine craft drawing from twenty-five to twenty-eight feet 
at ordinary high tide. In other words, when the present dredg- 
ing contracts are carried out, Oakland harbor will have a channel 
five hundred feet in width with enough depth of water for the 
navigation of the largest merchant vessels entering San Fran- 
cisco bay. 


'WESTEEN WATER FRONT 
CHANGES. 


On the western water-front ambitious plans of .improvement 


for commerce are being carried out. The Southern Pacific Com- 
pany has reclaimed a large area of the land south of the broad- 
gauge mole between the government bulkhead line and the shore 
with new freight ferry-slip and an expansive dock, which may be 
tised'later for traffic. The company is also an applicant for a 
much larger area than it possesses already. 


The Western Pacific Railroad Company has partially re- 


claimed an oblong area 5,000 feet in length from the bulkhead 
line to the low tide line of 1852, and a uniform width of 1000 feet 
with the privilege of using an additional strip on the north side 
of the tract 100 feet wide and 5,000 feet in length for conversion 
into a dock for the deepest draft ocean-going steamships engaged 
in the trans-Pacific trade, where these vessels and the company's 
railroad cars can be brought together. On the bay frontage of 
this water-front property the company is now constructing slips 
for trans-bay ferry purposes and wharves for other commerce, 
and making preparations for the construction of a terminal ferry 
building to be in readiness for business as SOOH as the western 
end of its trans-continental road is put into operation. 


MARSHES 
RECLAIMED. 


During the past year the same corporation has reclaimed 


from the one-time Oakland marshes on the inner harbor water- 
front a tract of approximately 130 acres, which is intended for 
freight yards. 


' OTHER PROJECTED 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


In addition to these improvements on the water-front, the 


construction of municipal wharves and docks on 1500 feet of 
the western water-front lying between the allotments held by the 
Southern and Western Pacific companies. This has not, hoxv- 
ever, passed out of the field of debate, as yet, and if it ever ma- 
tures to a point where public sentiment in its favor will' be 
apparently strong enough to carry out the enterprise it must 
receive popular authorization at the'polls at a bond election 'ap- 
proving the expenditure of whatever millions of dollars it may 
be estimated by competent engineers to carry it out before any 
constructive work can be undertaken. 
GREATER OAKLAND'S FRONT TEN YEARS 
HENCE. 


The movement for the improvement of the entire east shore 


of the bay from the outlet of San Leandro bay to Richmond, 
flanking the water side of the Greater Oakland, is so gfeneral, 
however, that it may be stated, not only among the possibilities, 
but likewise among the probabilities, it will be made available 
for commerce within the next ten years. Everything is moving 
rapidly ahead in that direction now. Not only is the major part 
of the Oakland harbor water-front already bulkheaded and 
wharved, or in the course of transition, for that purpose, but 
several miles of the bay front is in course of conversion to the 
uses of commerce, and plans are being matured for the extension 
of many miles more of it in the near future. The day is fast 
approaching when the bulk of the commerce entering San Fran- 
cisco bay in transit for the interior of the continent and the 
Eastern States or enroute thence to the Orient, will be delivered 
from ship to car or received from car by ship at the wharves and 
docks of Greater Oakland. The foundation for this commercial 
transformation has already been laid and this revolutionary 
change from what has been the practice hitherto is inevitable. 
The economics of commerce, which are growing tenser every 
year, will force the change, if no other agent should enter into 
the problem. Trans-shipment back and forth across the bay 
must sooner or later cease, for the very reason that the economics 
of transportation and time and labor saving will force it to stop. 
Under the custom which has prevailed in the past there has beeji 
a dead loss of at least four days time in the delivery of*roer- 
chandise and produce in transit, owing to ttie unnatural condi- 
tions under which commerce has been handled because of the 
non-development of the natural commercial facilities which ti\e 
water-front of Greater Oakland possesses and which has at 1 
begun to be utilized. 


RAILROAD 
DEVELOPMENT. 


Bnt there are new agencies come to* the front to help 


this problem of Greater Oakland's commercial developm 
namely, the early completion of a rival ior the traffic, c 


oversea and overland.'" For .the time being the Western Pacific 
Railroad Company is the sole rival in evidence. But its in- 
fluence in the hastening of the perfect development of a Greater 
Oakland is operating like the infusion of the new blood into the 
veins of a long-dormant body. The mam trunk line of this cor- 
poration is, according to a recent published statement of Chief 
Engineer Virgil G. Bogue, 925 miles in length. Of this the 
track is already laid on about 300 mile? and the roadbed for 
approximately 300 miles more is ready for the track. And while 
railroad construction throughout the United States was practi- 
cally suspended by the recent flurry in the money market, con- 
struction work on the Western Pacific has proceeded without 
interruption^ and there will be no stop in its progress until it 
is completed and its plans fully carried out. The magnitude 
of the task it is performing is shown by the statement made by 
Mr. Bogue that it is spending money in the construction of the 
line at the rate of $1,500,000 per month, and the amount of work 
done each month exceeds that done during the same time on 
the Panama canal. It is employing during the winter all the 
labor that can be utilized and it will be in a position in the 
spring to increase.the working force, to push the enterprise to 
a finish. The delay in present progress is unavoidable because 
of the difficulty in the way of the immediate completion of the 
four long tunnels which are being pierced to keep down the 
grade, and the construction of two or three big bridges, which 
cannot be put in place until the winter floods subside, although 
the iron for these structures is already on the ground. 


ITS BEARING ON GREATER OAKLAND. 


The bearing which this big enterprise has on Greater Oak- 


land is that its principal terminal is here; that the vast im- 
provements for the benefit of commerce which have been pro- 
jected to be carried out are located on Greater Oakland's water 
front; that it has put older forces into new activity to protect 
interests which they seemed before to undervalue, if not to to- 
tally ignore, but the true value of which they have suddenly 
recognized and are bent upon fighting to retain. The situation 
has opened new vistas to property-oxvners within the area of the 
coming Greater Oakland. A corrector understanding has been ac- 
quired of localities naturally suited for commerce and ndustrial 
uses than was ever before cherished or suspected save by the 
far-seeing few. Manufacturers have discovered the special 
adaptability of location and the great profit which must event- 
ually accrue from it. They have been tumbling over one another, 
as a result, during the past year in the scramble to obtain posi- 
tions which will insure them the benefit of cheap water trans- 
portation and railroad competition, and the corporations inter- 
ested in the business which these manufacturers are creating 
are straining every nerve to gain -their favor and give them the 
superior;service. It is a complete change of former conditions. 
Instead of being supplicants for transportation service, as was, 
the old-time order with all industries established on this side of 
the bay, the sharp competition which has been created in traffic 
by harbor improvements and the prospect of early rivalry by 
rail, these industries which are monthly increasing in number 
are in a position to dictate terms. And in the production of 
this change, for which the incoming of the Western Pacific 
is largely responsible, the old rule and maxim that "competi- 
tion is good for trade'' is being exemplified in a degree seldom 
equaled in the experience of any community as it is being ex- 
emplified in the territory which is destined to be embraced in 
Greater Oakland. 


ELECTRIC POWER DEVELOPMENTS. 


The application of electricity as a motive power is cutting 


a big figure in the hastening of the formation of the Greater 
Oakland. It is an irresistible force whose influence cannot be 
ignored. Its employment in rapid transit, between the numer- 
ous communities which Greater Oakland is destined to absorb 
has been of the greatest value to them. The dullest intelligence 
now understands it in its fullest sense. It is one of the chief 
agents in obliteratng boundary lues betxveen the man cities and 
their suburban settlements. It is planting beautiful homes in the 
waste and aforetime inacessible places. It is proving to be the 
most active and successful of all promotion agencies. It is add- 
ing dairy to the population and to the community's wealth and 
power to create new wealth. It has found in Greater Oakland 
a locality peculiarly favorable to its fullest and most econom- 
ical employment. It has found an interurban field of excep- 
'tional value and it is opening it up so rapidly that it is taxing 
the resources of its own employers to keep pace with the call 
that is made upon it for service. There is no city on the con- 
tinent where electric interurban Railway operation has been de- 
veloped so extensively or where those who have promoted and 
developed it are deriving profit for their enterprise. 


GREAT ELECTRI& POWER PLANTS. 


In this feature of Greater Oakland's development big elec- 


tric power plants have been planned and are in course of icon- 
struction which are designed to increase transportation facil- 
ities to meet the prospective wants of Greater Oakland. Oflo 
of then\is the Great Western Electric Light and Power plant, 
the foundation of which has been laid out on the northeast 
corner of the estuary and ttie north arm of it leading to Lake 
Merritt. This is represented to be one of the auxiliaries of the 
Western Pacific Railroad Company and its product, it is under- 
stood, will be devoted to operate interurban trains and tribu- 
tary lines. It is represented that it involves an investment of 
$5,000,000. This plant, it is claimed, will be the largest electric 
power producing plant in the world, as it xvill have a direct 
capacity of 50,000 horsepoxver and working in conjunction with ' 
a corresponding plant, located at the foot of the big bend of 
the Feather river, will be the distributing' agent of 100,000 
horse power. These facts alone eloquently express the faith 
of its projctors in the future greatness of Greater Oakland.

The commercial possibilities of Greater Oakland are prac- 


tically unlimited. 


A strong statement, you say ? 
Possibly, but facts -will bear it out. No city in tile-country 


can present the commercial-possibilities that Oakland does today. 
Mature destined Oakland to be the chief commercial center of the 
Pacific Coast. Man, however, has not accomplished one tithe of 
his share in assisting natur^ to make Oakland what her location, 
water-frontage, conditions of climate and level sites along the 
fifteen miles of water-front predestined Oakland should be. 


Not until very recently have the citizens of Oakland hardly 


dreamed of the value of her immense water-front to the city in 
the possibilities of the future greatness of this God-favored mu- 
nicipality. Now the value is becoming more and more under- 
stood, and while comparisons are said to be odious, there is not a 
city in the entire United States that can for a moment stand com- 
parison with Oakland in her possibilities, when the ingenuity of 
•man brings forth the advantages of deep water a,nd builds com- 
modious and modern wharves and warehouses. Oakland harbor 
alone, wharved as is the water-front of San Francisco, will fur- 
nish more than twice the dockage facilities for deep sea vessels. 
Then in addition to the harbor, the immense* stretch of water- 
frontage "along the West shore, now as compared with what it 
should be, is practically barren. Greater Oakland demands that 
all along these mile's of shore there should be wharves with suffi- 
cient depth of water to allow the dockage of any size steam or 
sailing vessel, and these wharves should be built under the trained 
eye of a master of modern ideas for the enhancement of com- 
mercial prestige. 


Here in Oakland, where all trans-Continental railroads now 


have their land terminals, and from which city passengers and 
freight are transferred by ferry, here and here only, will the 
manufacturer of the future consider the building of his factory. 
It is not reasonable for any sane business man to think for a 
moment that the large Eastern manufacturer is going to locate 
in any city other than the one in which there is the least resist- 
ance between the receipt of the raw matrial and the shipment 
of the manufactured product on a car or vessel direct to its point 
of destination. Every extra handling of freight adds to the cost 
of manufacture and lessens the profit of the manufacturer, who 
today counts the fraction of a cent, so great is the competition. 
j3o it is not optimistic to presume that the manufacturer, looking 
for a new site will seek the location where there is the least hand- 
ling of the commodity between the manufactory and the con- 
sumer, and where he may receive the raw material at the least 
possible expense of transportation. 
Oakland possesses these 


advantages as no other Pacific Coast city does, hence, one not 
only may be, but is justified in saying that the possibilities of 
Greater Oakland are almost incalculable. '

, "What are the possibilities of Greater Oakland?" Why a 


Dickens with his facile pen- and marvelous power of imagination 
and descriptive ability would be requisite to portray these mar- 
velous possibilities. A layman, however, can look into the future 
and judging by the present large yearly increase in factories dur- 
ing the past, say five years, realize that manufactories beget man- 
ufactories, and that the time is coming when from Fruitvale to 
Point Richmond the entire water-front will be built up with fac- 
tories to the extent that the sky-line will show a forest of smok- 
ing chimneys for a distance of over teiivjniles. 


A city that in less than three years doubles its population 


,and continues to grow even more rapidly today than in the past, 
possesses the kind of possibilities that man is bound to consider, 
and, having considered, is going to grasp. It is his bounden duty 
to himself. More and more as the months roll around and com- 
petition increases, is the manufacturer considering the cost of 
transportation as one of the large items of expense, and then it 
is that the Eastern manufacturer turns his eyes to the Pacific 
Coast, where the trade with the Orient is ever increasing and 
from which the eighty millions of residents of the United States 
may also be fsupplie'd with the commodities manufactured.

the most casual observer. Then, too, the Panama Canal, the 
completion of which is not so many years off, will prove a great 
factor to the Oakland manufacturer; hence; to the\ writer it seems 
that the possibilities of Oakland are incalculable, and to just what 


extent man bestirs himself, prepares for the future, and 
the necessary accommodations for the care of the commerce of 
the world, just to that extent will the time be shortened when all 
the world will cite Oakland/as the principal commercial city of 
the Pacific Coast. 


Yes, the possibilities are better, greater, and with less expen- 


diture of money to grasp them in Oakland than in any city in 
the United States, or the world, for that matter. 


The commercial possibilities of Oakland are brrfc-one of

Stores are at a premium today and the demand is ever In- 


creasing. ' The ppssibilities of Greater Oakland as a residence 
city are absolutely unsurpassed by any community in California. 
Tliere are no finer residences or more picturesque sites than in 
Oakland. 


The completion of the system of Public Parks will have a 


tendency to attract a class of citizens who, besides climatic con- 
ditions and commercial advantages, have an eye for the aesthetic. 


The education of the younger members of the family, upper- 


most in the minds of their parents, Jias much to do with the selec- 
tion of a home city. The high standing of the Public Schools of 
Oakland, together with the fact that no more modern school 
buildings can be found in any city in the United States, will have 
much to do with the increase in population. 


Seven of the Oakland Pubic School buildings, together with' 


their equipment, show ail expenditure of over One Hundred 
Thousand Dollars each, four of which represent an expenditure 
of over One Hundred and Seventy-five Thousand Dollars each 
and two of them over Two Hundred Thousand Dollars each.

INDEPENDENCE PARK. 
Independence Park was for- 


merly known as Independence 
Square. It is one of the oldest 
parks in the city. It is bounded 
on the north by East Nineteenth 
street, on the south by East Six- 
teenth street, on the east by- 
Eighteenth avenue and on tha 
west by Sixteenth avenue. It 
slopes generally from the north 
and northeast to the south and_ 
the southwest. This park is now 
undergoing a radical transforma- 
tion. The surface is being trans- 
formed into walks, terraces, drives 
and playgrounds. Trees are be- 
ing planted, seed is being sown 
and the excavation for an artificial 
lake has already been completed. 
At the highest point there is a 
large reservoir and this will sup- 
ply all the water which will be 
needed for the irrigation of the- 
lawns and parterres. On the same 
elevation there will be erected a 
pavilion and a bandstand. From 
both of these there may be ob- 
tained a view not only of the im- 
mediate part of this city, but also 
a large section of the estuary with 
its ships sailing in and out of the 
harbor. When the plans which 
have been prepared for this place 
shall have been carried out, In-^ 
dependence Park will be one of 
the most attractive places in Ala- 
mecla county. 
EAST OF THE CHANNEL 
One of the most recent park 


purchases was the triangular spot 
included between East Twelfth 
street, First avenue and the chan- 
nel leading to Lake Merritt.

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USY CAMPAIGN FOR HEALTH 


The Health Department of this city has 


been encased the past year In one of the 
busiest campaigns for good sanitation that 
faas ever been inaugurated, and as a re- 
•ult, although the population has In- 
creased rapidly there has been less sick- 
ness, and the mortality record Is lower 
than other years. The city has undergone 


a thorough cleaning at the hands of the 
Health Department and is now one of the 
healthiest and cleanest cities of its size in 
the United States.

Edward.R. Sill, president; Dr. W. K. Sarr- 
born. Dr. L. P. Adams, Dr. A. S. Larkey 
and Dr. C. A. Dilkes, Dr. Edward N.

Parker, secretary; Dr. K. A. Archibald is 
the meat market anS food Inspector, and 
William J. Downie Is his assistant. S. P. 
Gemmell is the sanitary inspector, and his 
assistants are B. J. Smith and Norman 
W. Denton. The bacteriological laboratory 
is in charge of Dr. Pauline S. Nusbaumer, 
and the chemical laboratory is presided 
over by Dr. Jessie V. Berry. 


Owing to the large Increase in the 


numbers of business establishments in this 
city where foods are dispensed, it has 
been found necessary by the Board of 
Health to ask the City Council for an 
additional inspector. 
This inspector has 


not been appointed as yet, but will b*" 
shortly, as the Council is desirous of as- 
sisting the Health Department in all its 
undertakings, with a view to making this 
a-Hfodel city in every particular. 


NEW ORDINANCE?. 


The Jioard of Health is drawing up a 


new ordinance, which will regulate meat 
markets, bakeries, candy stores and slml- 


lar places, and which .will be rigid, pro- | 
tectlng the health of residents as far as 
foodstuSts are concerned. 
The ordinance 


will provide for a systematic: inspection of 
all places and poor foodstuffs-will be-con- 
demned under its provision**. 
A .new 


plumbing,ordinance is also being; drawn up 
and it will embrace many new provisions 
'for the keeping of all plumbing in a sanl-, 
tary condition. 
•• 


Meat, Milk and Market Inspector Archi- 


bald said in regard to the work of his de- 
partment during the paS% year: 


"Business I* spreading out in all diref- 


tions, and many new.''mercantile houses 
have been established In this city in the 
past year. As a result our work has been 
increased four-fold. Oakland can now 
boast, however, 'that it has better milk 
served to its residents than any other city 
of its sir.« in the United States. 
We have 


carried on a systematic inspection among 
the dairies and all are in^a sanitary con- 
dition. The samples of milk that are taken 
from the wagons about the city at .any 


time show that the fluid is ot a high 
quality and that care is being taken by 
thev-milkmen to serve only the best to the 
city of Oakland. 


MODEL DAIRIES. 


"There has been one model dairy estab- 


lished near this city, and it was started 
largely through the efforts of the Oakland 
Board of Health. 
Certified milk is served 


by this dairy 'and as a result other dairies 
are falling Into line and rapidly reaching 
the high standard set by this dairy. 


''A notable tact is that most of the dai- 


ries' that; are serving milk in this city are 
now located in .'the country, where green 
feed is plentiful and where better sanitary 
conditions can be kept. 
Transportation 


facilities have been afforded all these dai- 
ries so that the milk can bo sent direct" 


Health Officer Ewer said in speaking of 


the work of the past year: 


"This city has experienced in the past 


year one of the greatest cleaning cam- 
paigns that has ever been carried on, and 
at the present time there is less disease 


prevalent than in any city of its size. The 
campaign has been a systematic one and 
nothing has been passed by. Conditions 
are such now that the^ campaign will con- 
tinue perpetually and diseases which come 
of unsanitary conditions will be kept away. 


CLEANLY CONDITIONS. 


"We had nine cases of plngrue in this 


city, but steps were taken immediately to 
eradicate it and about $30,000 was ex- 
pended in the campaign. There have been 
no new cases and wo do not expect any 
more, as the city is In such a cleanly con- 
dition. Reports went out that this city 
had a plague epidemic. This is not so, as 
there,were only nine cases. These were 
taken care of and there have \been no 
more. 


"There has been a large increase of 


population in Oakland, but.there has been 
,no increase In any disease. In fact the 
typhoid cases during the past year have 
been fewer In nu/iber than ever. 
The 


Health Department pays particular atten- 
tion to this disease, as, it Is Infectious. 


There has been' a comparatively Email 
amount of Diphtheria the past year and 


other diseases have been Inxthe mi- 


nority. There have been no deaths from. 
smallpox. 


'The post year has been an eventful 


one in tile Health Department of the city. 
The entire city has 
been thoroughly 


cleansed; disease, 
although small 
in 


amount, has been eradicated. The Board 
is composed of members who have Oak- 
lano^s welfare at heart and the mortality 
record Is comparatively small."

It represents an Investment of nearly 
J300.000 and Is a credit not alone to 
thi-< -Ity but also to the enterprise, 
publi • spirit and business foresight of 
Mrs. Aaron Marks, widow of a former 
glazlfT of this city, who In life was 
Industrious and thrifty. When called 
by death Mr. Marks left a number of 
piecei of property and all of thfjsq 
had appreciated in value at the time 
of the great fire. This was especially 
»rue of the lots at the northeast cor- 
ner of Twelfth and Franklin streets, 
upon which the Hotel St. Mark now 
stands. 


Mr*. Marks knew that the eastern 


part ol the city as well as the city In 
all othfcr sections would develop and 
that in that development every per- 
son almost who desired to go to Eaat 
Oakland would hare to pass by her. 
property »t the intersection referred 
to. 
She realized tHiit all the street 


car lines in the city either ran by 
her holdings or else within one block 
of them and concluded that her prop- 
erty was just the place on which a 
hotel of fine proportions should be 
erected. 
' Mrs. Marks counseled with friends 
on the subject and was encouraged In 
the project of supplying a new hotel 
on lines in keeping with the hostelrius 
which have of late years been con- 
structed in the eastern part of the 
country. 


Mrs. Marks raised the money on the 


property which she had at the in- 
tersection referred- to and as a con- 
sequence the hots! which now stands 
with a great deal of majesty at th« 
intersection in question is the result. 
The traveling men In this section have 
been notified of the opening Wednes- 
day next and there Is no doubt that 
they will be In attendance In .large 
numbers. 


After the work of constructing the 


hotel had been in progress for some 
time Mrs. Marks decided to accept 
a proposal of marriage iron*- Samuel 
Samuels of this city and soon after 


the mirrlase ceremony was 
per- 


formed. 


At that time the lady deeded tha 


hotel property to her children, as 
she wished to encourage them In life, 
more, especially as her new husband 
was able to provide for himself and 
her and also wished It to be under- 
stood that the ownership by Mrs. 
Marks of the valuable property re- 
ferred to had nothing to do with thfl. 
affair of the heart. 


Beside .the/ Hotel St. Mark there 


are three more large hotels in cour«e 
of construction in this city and'Vicin- 
ity, involving an expenditure of near- 
ly 
14,000,000. 
When 
these 
three 


structures shall have been opened for 
business, supplementing the many ex- 
cellent hotels which are already oper- 
ating in this city, there will ,be no 
town of Its size in this country which 
wUl be able to care in a more satis- 
factory manner for the traveling pub- 
lic than the city of Oakland. 


The three hotels referred to here 


are what has thus far been styled, for 
want of * a permanent name, "The 
Bankers' Hotel," the Arcade Hotel, 
which latter is now in course of c«»n- 
structlon at the corner of San Pablo 
avenue. Grove arM Twentieth streets, 
and the Claremont There Is yet an- 
other hotel, the Avalon, but that has 
been completed and Is BO soon to bn 
opened that it' cannot well be conr 
sfdered as a thing of futurity at all. 


The Hotel St. Mark has a frontage 


of 100 feet on Twelfth and 160 feet 
on Franklin street'. 
It is built of 


concrete is as solid as a rock an* 
while there is a plainness In the lower 
part of the exterior design, there la 
sufficient of the ornate in the highest 
story and the cornice to give the 
structurn a classic chasteness. 
In- 


cluding the story on the superstruct- 
ure, which will be used for the pur- 


pole of enabling traveling- salesmen 
to display their samples, the structure 
will be nine stories In height and will 
he divided In such manner as to af- 
ford the traveling public all the ad- 
vantages and the accommodations of 
a first-class hotel. The sample rooms_ 
In question will be twenty-flve In. 
number and all of them are designed 
to facilitate the coming together of 
both salesman/and purchaser. - This 
feature will b», appreciated both fcy 
the traveling m'en themselves and the 
business community. 


This does not Indicate that there 


is not an adequate amount of this 
kind of accommodation afforded the 
traveling men at the present time by 
the hotels of this city, but rather that 
there will soon be a gfeaer number 
of -traveling -salesmen 
coming hero 


even than there have been for the. past 
two years. 
It is a well-known fact 


that, for the time specified, hundreds 
of traveling salesmen have made Oak 
land their stopping place when in this 
vicinity and that they have insisted 
on merchants from the other side of 
the bay coming over here for the pur- 
pose of Inspecting the novelties which 
they had to, offer for appreciation. 
These traveling men are men who 
seek to make things as easily as pos- 
sible for themselves. ;-They have come 
to realize that It is, in the majority 
of cases, xinremunerative to make a 
display of their samples on the other 
side of the bay and then pack up 
again and make a .run either up or 
down the coast. 
In either event they 


will have to take the train from this 
place and by opening up their sample 
cases in this city they can at the same 
time serfce their customers of both 
San .Francisco and Oakland and have 
the annoyance of having made only 
one lay-out of their wares. 


-The St. Mark has its own lighting 


and refrigerating plants, and will be 
equipped with every modern device. 


There will be 250 rooms, all of which 


will he known as "outside," and 200

THE ARCADE HOTEL. , 


The Arcade Hotel is almost com- 


pfeted. 
The walls are up, the rool 


has been put In position, the false 
wooden work on the exterior, used for 
the purpose of molding, is being taken 
down. In about six months the hotel 
will be open for business. 


The hotel was projected by the Ar- 


cade Hotel Company, comprising sev- 
eral members of the family of George 
W. McNear. Work upon the structure 
commenced last fall and, by the time 
the holidays arrive, 
the 
foundation 


and some of the heavy concrete pieces 
had been completed. 


The contractor, without warning, 


disappeared, leaving finances and the 
project in a very badly mixed condi- 
tion. 


Some changes 
were 
made In the 


original design, 
which called for a 


concrete structure throughout.

building will be five' instead of four 
stories in height. 
The exterior wall 


will be of concrete, but the interior 
will be of wood fortified with steel. 


The hotel will be a class C structure 


and will cost J130.000. The construc-

CLAREMONT HOTEL, 


To these new and projected hotels 


must be added the Claremont. which 
is situated near the northern limits of 
Oakland and which Is the largest hos- 
telry of Its kind in the northern part 
of California. 
It Is several hundred 


feet long and contains in the vicinity 
of 500 rooms. It has an elevated po- 
sition on ~ the mountain side, but 
at 


the same time is easy of access to 
pedestrians, vehicles and electric cars. 
Behind it the mountain towers to a 
height of several hundred feet and the 
sides of the ascent are studded with 
trees of different varieties, all of which 
give out a balsamic odor which, is 
grateful to the senses and has an In- 
vigorayng effect. 
Around stands a 


natural growth of trees which has 
many elements of beauty. 
To the 


front and in the distance lies the bay 
of San Francisco, the view of tfhich 
from the windows, porch and verandas, 
is inspiring at all seasons of the year. 


A more beautiful site for a hotel 


could not have been chosen. 
It is 


just such a site as will evoke the 
unbounded admiration of the tourists 
from all sections and especially of 
those who come from climes where, 
during the winter months, .whatever 
of beauty there may be in the sur- 
roundings In summer is blotted out 
of view during the winter, and resi- 
dence near them, owing to the rigors

The great hotel is to be run on the

Hotel in Santa Barbara; 
the . Hotel 


Green in Pasadena and the Hotel del 
Monte In Monterey, that is, on a plan 
of richness and completeness which 
will guarantee to every guest every 
living accommodation and every com- 
fort which either he or she may de- 
sire. 


All the exterior work on the hotel 


has been finished and the completion 
of the interior will be rushed as rapid- 
ly as is consistent with the thorough 
performance of the work. 


OTHER HOSTELRIES. 


Besides the places here referred to 


there are in Oakland a number of 
other hotels, all capable of accom- 
modating a liberal supply of guests, 
some of them cbntaining 150 and 200 
rooms, with charges graduated ac- 
cording to the service desired. Among

EARLY HOTELS. 


Oakland has always been a city 


of hotels. There has not been a time 
in almost a generation when there 
could not be pointed out to the in- 
o.uirer from twenty to thirty hostelrles 
in the heart of the town. These were 
intended for the accommodation of 
tourists, traveling men and individuals 
and families who could not find ac- 
commodations on the other side of 
the bay and who, because of the sa- 
lubriety of the climate and the enter- 
prise of this city in supplying features 
which could not be furnished in th^ 
metropolis, made up their minds to 
establish their abiding place in Oak-- 
land. Many of these people, too, were 
engaged 
in business in San Fran- 


cisco, but that fact did not enable 
them to secure quarters in close prox- 
imity to the scene of their daily ac- 
tivities and were therefore fain to 
avail themselves of the superior facil- 
ities furnished them by the enterpris- 
ing landlords and property holders in 
this city. There wer,e some of those 
structures which were somewhat re- 
moved from_the heart of the city, but 
they were, at the same time, con- 
nected with the business district as 
al*o wlth» S*B IVanelsco by lines of 
, 
i 


street railway 
and 
railroad trains 


which made regular connection wHh 
all the ferries then in operation. 


Among these may be mentioned the 


Grand Central Hotel, which, flor a 
number of years, stood on Twelfth 
street, in the vicinity of what is no'.v 
known 
as 
the 
Produce Exchange, 


which covers the block bounded by 
Eleventh, Twelfth, Webster and Hav- 
rison streets. 


The Grand Central %vas a large arid 


imposing structure, 
It 
was 
built 


mainly for the purpose of accommo- 
dating tourist travel, because, even in 
those days, the fame of Oakland as a 
place 
of great 
natural beauty and 


with a. climate which could not be 
surpassed for wholesomeness had ex- 
tended abroad and no month passed 
which did not witness several hun- 
dred people from distant sections of 
the country spending days, weeks and 
soemtimes even longer periods in the 
enjoyment of all that Oakland had 
to give them in return for their ap- 
preciation and their liberal expendi- 
ture. 


Tourists, however, 
were 
not the 


only people who found sustenance and 
shelter within the walls of the Grand 
Central. Families of means who did 
not relish the tedium of maintainiig 
a home of their own, who preferred 
the freedom and the exemption from 
the cares of domesticity afforded by 
hotel life, and who, at the same time, 
had the means to provide themselves 
with all the comforts which could be 
furnished in a first-class hostelry, In7 
slsted on being admitted to the Grand 
Central, and while it remained in ex- 
istence such people were a feature cf 
the hostelry. A similar clientele was 


connected with the Palace Hotel In , 
San Francisco when that structure 
was destroyed by the great fire on the 
18th of April of last year. 


Another claas 
of 
patrons .at th« 


Grand Central were the mining men 
and their families who could not find 
comfort in the rude homes which they 
were of necessity a* that time obliged 
to erect near their properties' in thu 
mountains near the properties which 
they were working. 


Of course 
the 
miners themselves 


spent a great deal of their time In 
close contact with their mines, but 
they wanted to have a .home which 
they could go to when they came tD 
this city or to pass the holidays in 
the company of their families. 


Besides, there were here, a« guests, 


mothers and sometimes fathers, whose 
homes were. in 
other parts of the 


State and who temporarily established 
their domicile in this city while their 
children were being educated here. 


It is nbt necessary to state to the 


older residents of Oakland that this 
city was famed In those days as the 
greatest 
educational center in the 


State of California. 
All old residents 


of this city are aware of this fact,, 
but such is not the case with the 
thousands who have come to reside 
here In the last few years. 


It was the number of public and 


private schools which were hero at 
the time and the excellence of the 
educational • work 
which they per- 


formed that brought children to this 
place from not only all parts of Cali- 
fornia, but also all parts of the Pa- 
cific Coast ajid oven from Mexico and 
the distant islands 
of 
the Pacific 


Ocean. It was. as a consequence ^ 
these facts, 
that 
.Oakland becam 


known everywhere ns the Atheiis of 
the Pacific Coast and she enjoys that 
title to the present day. 


Still another class of patrons at the 


Grand Central 
were 
traveling men, 


who in those days were liberal In their 
expenditures for ths reason that they 
were dealing with men who were lib- 
eral 
spenders themselves and who 


thought all the more of a man if ho 
showed what was in a certain manner 


looked upon in those days as the real 


alifornhi spirit. 
But the Grand Central was doomed. 


[t finally went dotfn in ashes. 


TUBES HOTEL. 


Still another hotel on a liberal scal« 


in this city in the days which have 
gone by was what was known as the 
Tubbs Hotel, 
which 
occupied 
the 


square Sounded by Fourth and Fifth 
avenues and East Twelfth and East 
Fourteenth streets In East Oakland. 


The Tubbs Hotel was a large, roomy 


and Imposing structure, which had In 
its design a suggestion of the Hotel 
del Monte at Monterey. For a long 
time 
this 
hostelry commanded thu 


mo.'it liberal people on both sides of 
the bay. In it wore held many fash- 
ionable gatherings and it was tho 
scene of many meetings among tho 
rich men of the time, nearly all of 
whom, however, have already passed 
Into eternity. 


Well, one nicrht about fifteen year" 


ago, 
the structure was razed to the 


ground by llamos. jvhich the fire de- 
partment of the lime was not able 
to subdue. 
All tho engines in this 


city wore grouped around the burn- 
ing structure, but thft force at tne 
time, combined with the steam lire

SONG

The singer's artjike the actor's, 


is ephemeral, ancKihe product of 
their gifts, so far as posterity is 
concerned, is all buried in the 
tomb which holds the artist's dust' 


It is only by patiently sifting 


the written and oral evidence of 
those who heard them wl^en the 
voice \vas musical and the blood 
•till pulsing that we come at last 
to the knowledge that it is a 
question of taste, not degree. 


Carlotta Patti was an example 


of pure vocalization; ber voice 
responded to her will like a fine 
instrument to the touch of a mas- 
'ter; and her trills and 
staccato 


were marvelous. At the end of a 
number often after she had sus- 
tained a tone and played with it in 
crescendo and diminuendo, at:d 
the cadence seemed dying to an 
echo, s-iddenly, without catching 
breath, she would burst forth into 
« full-blown and glorious flower 
of melody, and retire during thun- 
iders of applause. • 


She would trip as 
lightly, 


gracefully and accurately through 


the mazes of Benedict's "Carnival 
•of Venice," with variations, as 
ever did Camillo Urso with her 
violin. 
But while one listened, 


entranced by her art, the song 
was ended. 


Then we perceived that the 


flowers had withered and the 
gorgeous palace which she had 
built on a foundation of hope, was 
dispelled, and the recollection of 
the fragrance and the architect- 
ural beauty was faded, and we 
were able to carry nothing that 
was valuable to our.homes. 


Her voice had no sympathy 


with hurrtan affairs, and therefore 
left no memories. The wonderful 
"Laughing Song" is representa- 
tive of Patti's excellence—sound,' 
merriment, froth and effervescing 
joy which was soon forgotten. 


The dead Parepa was famous 


for volume, purity and simplicity 
of tone. 


She was an oratorio singer. 
Her notes were 
not of the 


tremulo quality, but 
came in 


swelling undulation. 


It was the purity and simplicity 


of her tones which made them 
audible at the Peace Jubilee in 
Boston, above the chorus of 20,- 
000 voices, and the combined vol- 
umes of the great organ and a 
thousand instruments. 


In the concerted 
portions of 


"Norma" and other operas, where 
the chorouses and orchestra unite 
in swelling the harmony to a limit 
where the sound almost crashes, 
she rose like a lark and caroled 
her pure notes as distinctly as 
though not another voice was 
singing in the room. 
Her un- 


rivaled soprano, vine-like, thread- 
ed the lattice of sound a moving, 
living thing. 


Parepa appeared to 'live in a 


world which was above and be- 
yond this one of sorrows, and to 
sing, 
seemingly, 
because 
she 


could not help it, because that 
•was the way Heaven intended 
she should ^translate for other 
ears her impressions of beauty 
and goodness. 


Her music was apparently free 


from 
the 
dust 
of earth. 
It 


dropped down on us from -cloud- 
land,- or came streaming from the 
stars. 


Beside the !ark,_ Parepa, Patti 


was a mocking bird chattering 
near the sheen ef sorrfe fountain. 


The river of Clara Louise Kel- 


log's song 'was just as pellucid 
as those of her sisfer artists. It 
rippled, and danced, and flashed, 
and sparkled as magnificently as 
any of them. But who will say 
that its current of melody was as 
deep as Lucca's, or as broad and 
powerful as was Parepa's? 
But 


as there was little warm blood 
in her voice, it did not impress 
mortals as strongly as other and 
more sympathetic ones. 


It was Kellogg's low rating as 


an actress which, entering into 
the general average of the com- 
plete prima donna, brought her 
grade lower than it otherwise 
would fall. 
Not .that she could 


not act, and act finely, but'the 
style of characters in which she 
did shine were all in the lower 


,walks of life and society. They 
were peasants or lady's maids, 
or coquettish school girls. Educa- 
tion had not entered into their 
lives.- It was noticeable that in 
those operas-where she assumed 
for the time the guise of the 
grand lady or queen, she was dull 
so'long as the accustomed dress 
or domino or title remained, but 
the moment these were cast aside 
ana she assumed her proper roles 
in the histrionic 
art, 
1*- she was 


successful, and the house always 
responded .to her. 


In the dramatic register she 


was an 
accomplished 
"singing f. 


chambermaid." Her ways were 
saucy and her acting was full of 
delicious bits of business. 


Lucca, the singer of Germany, 


was a rare example of the exist- 
ence in the same person of the 
highest order of musical and 
dramatic talents. 


Thirty years ago this writer, 


then a young newspaper man, and 
a devotee of the opera and the 


drama in London, New York and 
Chicago, contributed a series of 
stories about the "Queens of 
Song," which were highly prized 
by them, and which kept him in 
close touch with the artists even 
to the present time. In writing 
of Lucca he said: 


"If she had not one of the 


grandest voices, she would still 
be one of the greatest actresses. 
When she sings, we lose sight of 
her acting, and when she acts we 
forget her singing. 


But it is her voice with which 


we have to do at this time. It is 
ullest of the physical elements. 
It interprets human sentiment, 
which is one of the highest and 
holiest aims of music. 


"It gathers into its vast com- 


pass emotion, and pathos, and 
twigcdy. She is in turn the beg- 
gar, the peasant, the page, the 
countess and the queen. She does' 
not assume these parts; she be- 
comes them for the time, and ap- 
parently sings them with a differ- 


ent voice, which is adapted to the 0" 
requirements of each station of 
* 


life. 
In this respect she differs 


from every other 
artist 
with 


whom America has been familiar 
in this generation. 


"Her song reaches out every 


thought and speaks every lan- 
guage. It visits every clime and 
enthralls all the nations of men. 
It smiles and.sobs, it sins and re- 
pents, and is full of tears. 
It 


warbles in the sunlight and croaks 
under the night shade. It shocks 
and freezes you; it enters your 
blood and fires you. It is langour 
and passion. It is delirium. It 
penetrates the caverns and fills 
the valleys. It runs along- dewy 
uplands and leaps on the green 
hills. Jt plumes, it spreads, it 
flies upward even to the white 
crown of earth's highest moun- 
tain, but not beyond, for it is a 
human thing, and sin stricken.". 


This German Lucca 
was the 


Homer of melody, for she always 
sang some part in the long Iliad 
of humanity.

The past year has been marked by a spirit of great' civic 


progress through the United States. It now seems to: he re- 
garded as axiomatic that if any city wishes to retain its prestige 
it must keep its public improvements abreast or a little in ad- 
vance of private enterprise.' When individuals can erect great: 
monuments in the shape of handsome office buildings,.and when 
a few can combine their wealth and carry on in successful oper- 
ation great industries, giving employment to thousands of the 
country's men and women, it is the duty of the municipalities to 
take the necessary steps toward securing suitable parks, plav- 
•grounds, museums and other amusements for the enjoyment 


and education of their citizens. 


A «-ity without a fairly large bonded indebtedness is gen- 


erally a city without much enterprise. Its people are apt to be 


, too contented in a state of ease and inaction to look forward 


and undertake plans that will make the daily life of coining 
generations as pleasant, at least, as present-day existence. 


As the population of this country increases it naturally f ol- 


,^ lows that land will enhance in value. Where a city can now ob- 
tain large pieces of suitable property at reasonable prices, in 


years to come it will be almost impossible to secure them, as they 
will be required to meet the demands of private investment and 
development. It is only just that future generations should 
pay for some of the benefits to be enjoyed by them through the. 
foresight and paternal solicitude of their immediate ancestors. 


Tho sale of the park bonds 'a few months ago, amounting 


to nearly a million dollars, brought us a long step forward in 
the acquisition of park lands that will, I hope, prove but the 
beginning of a magnificent and appropriate scheme of develop- 


ment along these lines. 


PARKS MAKE CITIES GREAT 


Mobile it is generally recognized that no community, can 


afford 10 grow into a great and prosperous metropolitan city 
and at the same time neglect to provide suitable and attractive 


i 
parks and playgrounds for the edification and pri4e of its peo- 
pie and the recreation of its young children, yet Oakland'for 
many years seems to have kept putting off the realization of the 
fact thut she wasf growing very large and allowing her park sites 
to grow comparatively insignificant when taken in connection 
with the city's growth in area, business and inhabitants. The 
absolute necessity of bringing the park holdings up to some pro- 
portion to the importance and needs of the people, coupled with 
the fact that the time seemed opportune, prompted the last ad- 
ministration, of which the present in its personnel is practically 
the same, to submit to the people the matter of issuing bonds in 
a sum approximating about a million dollars. Happily there 
were but a few dissenting votes on the proposition, and by this 
means the city will soon be in possession of all that natural park 
site on the northern shore of Lake Merritt, known as Adams 
Point the largest part of the same having been purchased some 


weeks ago. 


Charles Mulford Robinson, the noted crkc adviser, in 


speaking of this particular site, said: 


'•Taken with Lake Merritt, with its bare bluffs on its east- 


"ern side, a little plot of "oaks on the northern, while almost to 
its further end the hills stretch down in all their natural beauty, 
making a broad gore into the city, it constitutes a natural park 
site, marvelously preserved from the builders' hands-and con- 
venient of access." 


• "The opportunity is too evident to have been overlooked. 


The city has acquired some land around the lake and is negotiat- 
ing for more, and for some of the distance a boulevard is already 
under construction. The boulevard may be properly carried 
around the lake, skirting the shore as fast as the land can be 
secured, except at Adams Point. This, with its-grove of oaks, 
is much too fine a pleasure and picnic ground to be cut into by 
a drive, and the boulevard "will probably take the line of Grand 
avenue, as now. Adams Point the city must certainly obtain." 


The Superintendentrof IParks is engaged at the present time 


(In'laying out a plan for the improvement of Adams Point. 


Mayor Mott 


Actual work has been commenced on that portion which the city 
recently acquired from John Adams. Before long walks will 
have been laid out and a bandstand erected. It is proposed to 
hold a public dedication of the site in the spring of next year.

The lake will'be dredged to a sufficient depth .during the 


coming year and.the marsh, land on the south, between Eighth 
and Twelfth streets, is receiving attention. 


But. while the land around the lake affords the best oppor- 


tunity for a large-park scheme, the^ other sections of the city 
are not being neglected when it conies to spending the money, 
for included in the proposition are pieces of land located in 
West. North and East Oakland. These different pieces will all 
receive the best care and skill of the park department in order 
that they may be rapidly transformed into attractive park areas. 


One of the most important and difficult tasks confronting 


the city officials is the work of keeping the streets and seweys 
in good order and repair. A short time ago the Board of Public 
Works reorganized this department, putting a competent man

"in charge of each branch of this work*and holding him directly 
responsible for results. One man has charge of all new con-'. 


\ struction, another f-ull control over the -street cleaning and re- 


pairing, etc. This system seems to be giving better satisfaction 
and is a nlore businesslike method of conducting the work. 


The city has let a contract for ten springling wagons and 


two automatic street fluster's, and it-is intended to purchase a 
number of horses. Much cheaper and better results can be ob- 
tained if the city owns the carts and hires the drivers than by 
Tenting them of private-individuals at the rate of $6 per day. 
The department has been handicapped in the past by a lack o? 


proper working material and suitable apparatus, which we are 
now "endeavoring to supply. 


The increased property value of the city, coupled with the 


power of making an independent assessment, assures the city of 
an income this fiscal year somewhat commensurate with the 
needs of a rapidly growing metropolis. 


The Fire Department will be strengthened by the addition 


of three new engines, five hose wagons and five fire houses in 
different sections of the city, all of which represents an outlay 
of over one hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 


The Police Department will be provided with the additional 


men provided for in the annual estimate. A captain of detectives 
! 


has been appointed to have full charge of the detective work, 
thereby giving the Chief of Police more time to attend to the 
routine police affairs of the city. 


The Health Department has been allowed ample funds to 


carry out all needful measures for the protection of the health 


of our city and is doing good work in preventing the spread of 
disease. 
OPTION OAf RARE COLLECTION ' 


t 


A few months ago the city of Oakland secured an option on 


the ethnological collection of Dr. John Rabc, It is proposed to 
raise the purchase price through donations from public-spirited 
citizens. The opportunity of securing such a rare and valuable 
collection was one that no city could afford to overlook. It will 
form the nucleus of a public museum collection for the city. It 
is an elaborate exhibit in itself, comprising a collection of shells, 
coins.,minerals, fossils and corals, including five hundred photo- 
graphs. Dr. Rabc spent many years in gathering this interest- 
ing collection. A suitable building can be erected by the city on 
Adams Point in which to install the exhibit. It is hoped that the 
acquisition of the collection will be an incentive to citizens who 
possess .suitable material to donate it to the museum, and that 
in the course of a few years the museum will be one of the most 
interesting show places in the citv. 


When you take into consideration that a very complete set 


of intercepting and outlet sewers are now being rushed forward 
to completion; that preliminary plans for the installation of a 
salt water fire system are under way; that a number of miles of 
our main streets are now being renjacadamized or bitumenized; 
that our streets are well lighted and the people are prosperous 
and working in harmony for a greater and bigger Oakland, it 
would seem that destiny cannot be denied and that Oakland by 
right of its people and environment must go forwai'd.

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Part That Manufacturing Is Taking 


And Will Take to Help Oakland 


By Wilber Walker, Secretory of the Merchants Exchange of Oakland. 


Alameda county is particularly famed as a manufacturing 


renter. Its location on the continental side of the Bay of San 
Francisco makes it an ideal spot for all the manufacturing in- 
dustries. The hub of the wheel of progress is, of course, the 
city of Oakland. The suburbs of this city are also in a less 
degree favored as to location and opportunity. 


Niles, situated about in the geographical center of Alameda 


county, has lately made a start in the direction of manufact- 
ures. Alvarado and Decoto also are in line. San Leandro has 
one large and several small establishments. 
Fruitvale also has 


several small factories. 


Entering the city limits of Oakland we find many large 


factories. 
The Union Gas Engine Works, the Standard Gas 


Engine Works, the California Cotton Mills, the Pacific Steel 
and Wire Company, the Miller Pottery, the Winser PotteTy, 
several tanneries and numerous small establishments furnish 
employment to hundreds of skilled workmen. 


In the center of East Oakland we find the White Iron 


Works and the large factory which is engaged in making fire 
brick and other products of magnesite which is mined in the 
southeastern part of the county, near Livermore. 


# Nearer the central portion of the harbor on the north side 
we find the large foundries and iron works and a little farther 
on Boole's ship yard, where many large vessels have been con- 
structed.

Farther north we find the Dalton Foundry and the large 


factory of the California Door Company. 


Still further north we come to the large and successful plant 


of the Judson Manufacturing Company. Many other factories 
line the track of the Southern Pacific Company as far as Mar- 
tinez and Antioch. 


The Santa Fe Company has furnished facilities for factories 


at Richmond, which is fast becoming a suburb of .Oakland. 


Richmond, although situated in Contra Costa county, does 


the bulk of its business with Oakland and helps swell the volume 
of trade of our progressive Oakland merchants. The conti- 
nental side of San Francisco Bay will always be a favorite spot 
for manufacturing. -Situated where ship and rail meet, it only 
waits the deepening of its harbor to vastly increase its output. 
Having the ideal climate, where labor can be profitably em- 
ployed twelve months in the year ; having a permanent and 
constantly increasing population, which can be depended on

The east shore 
contains the most available land for factory sites now in the 
market and the low rates at which it can be purchased, added 
to its convenience of access, has drawn the attention of would- 
be buyers of property for manufacturing purposes. 
In this 


line, as in many others, Oakland is the city of opportunity, as 
in the near future the prices of factory sites will increase 
rapidly. We urge on those seeking localities for manufacturing 
purposes to secure suitable sites as soon as possible. 


Oakland and vicinity, by reason of climate, location and 
v 


environment, is especially adapted to manufacturing. Situated 
in the center of a population of 800,000 people, the labor ques- 
tion is easy of solution. Owing to the proximity of three trans- 
continental railroads the transportation question is also not 
difficult. It is the opinion of thinking men that the most favonr| 
able location for manufacturing purposes on the Pacific Coast 
is the city of Oakland. 


The commercial organizations of Oakland will be glad to 


render any aid in their power to those desiring locations suit- 
•able for factories of any kind and the people of Alameda county 
will welcome to our midst the capital which will render avail- 
able our matchless manufacturing facilities.

inevitable. Mo'st" of the suburban settlements, named are jml.eed..'to- 
day dependencies of the greater city, contiguous to which they arc 
located and. with which they' arc already bound inseparab.lv. with 
industrial and business .ties. 


THRIVING INTERIOR TOWNS:

More remotely situated from Oakland are the thriving- towns 


of San Leaiidro, San Lorenzo, Hayward, Centerville, Niles, Alya- 
rado, Newark,- Tesla. Pleasanton and Livermore, all of which are 
mainly supported by local industries of one kind or other. 


.San Leandro is the home of. the largest traction road .wagon- 


manufactory in the, world, and the steam traction wagons-and-, big.- 
•harvesters it turns out find their way to all .quarters of the .globe. 
The own is also located, like its neighbors, San Lorenzo and Hay- 
ward, in the heart of one of the most productive fruit and truck- 
farming belts in. the Stale. 
Alvarado is, on the other hand. , the' 


seat of a great salt.manufacturing district Sugar beet growing and 
jhe manufacture of beet 'sugar are also among its notable industries. 


Orchards and vineyards aml.mirsencs give life and have brought' 


prosperity to the town of Niles, which is located at the mouth of 
one of the loveliest and most romantic and picturesque canyons in 
the State. 
Indeed, in the neigrborhood of Niles. nearly every fruit 


. and cereal to be found in the temperate and semi-tropic zones is 


produced.

Pleasanton's hopyards, the largest in the world, and its sugar 


beet farms, have" made it famous the world over, while Livermore 
has the world-wide reputation of being' surrounded by vineyards 
whose wines have proved superior to the 'best vintages of Italy, 
Hungary. Spain and France. 


Newark and Tesla are both manufacturing towns, the former 


being devoted largely to the building of cars for steam and electric 
railroads and other manufacturing interests. 
The latter town is 


located in the only coal field in the county, but the soft coal or 
lignite produced by its mines constitutes in reality the minor ele- 
ment in the mineral wealth of the place, for associated with the coal 
measures are vast beds of sand peculiarly adapted for glass manu- 
facture and an inexhaustible deposit of kaolin so pure that anything 
in the way of pottery, from the coarsest sower pipe to the finest 
porcelain can be manufactured therefrom. 
Coal mining is carried 


on at Tesla exclusively for the manufacture of briquettes, California 
crude petroleum being combined with the pulverized coal in the 
proces's. 


At Decoto. the home, for the destitute widows aiid orphans of 


deceased Free Masons and the aged and decrepit members of the 
fraternity is located, occupying a commanding site and surrounded 
by beautiful grounds. 
The inmates there are given the strictest 


care and attention, and every comfort is provided to make- life at 
least tolerable, if not indeed pleasant to them.

Some of the vines 
are among the oldest in the northern part of the State, bearin^ itt 
the fruiting season an enormous crop of grapes, and the products 
of a long list of years past have been manufactured into the choicest 
table wines.

The question of an adequate supply of pure water is one of 


vital interest to- any community. Other things may be dispensed 
with and cause more or less inconvenience, but an abundance of 
water, suitable for domestic uses, is a necessity for every munici- 


pality. 


The Peoples Writer Company is at the present time engaged in 


supplying the city of Oakland and its inhabitants with water. The 
difficulties which this company has had to contend With in supplying 
the public have probably never been surpassed in any community. 


The great fire in San Francisco in April, 1906. resulted in imme- 


diately doubling the population of the city of Oakland. This increase 
in population was not, as might have been anticipated, of- a tempo- 
rary or transient nature, but has become a permanent addition to the 
population. 


A distributing-system .and a

All of the 
communities here 


named, as well as the city of Oak- 
land, have experienced 
tremen- 


dous increases in population, so 
that the extra task thus 
foisted 
/ 


upon the company was all. the more burdensome. 


These combined communities, which are practically all one 


city, with a population of three hundred thousand people, are using 
twenty-three million gallons of water per day, at the present time. 
and this enormous consumption has been met in a highly satisfac- 
tory manner. 
^ 


vvThe principal source 6f the company's supply is found in Lake 


Chabot. about nine miles distant from the city of Oakland, which 
lake is formed by a dr.m across San Leandro Creek. This dam ;s 
unique in one respect, it being the highest earthen dam in the world. 
This dam has stood the test for more than thirty years, and speaks 
volumes for the ability and sagacity of Anthony Chabot, who 'con- 
structed the'same. Twelve million gallons-per day are being drawn 


constantly from this one lake, which has a storage capacity of six 
billion gallons. 


• The wells at Alvarado, twenty miles distant from Oakland, are 


the second source of supply in .importance. • These wells.are situated 
on the famous Milestone, which is a tremendous underground gravel : 
deposit, filled with water, furnishing- storage 
capacity 
for untold 


* millions of gallons. 
The water finds its way into this cone from 


Alameda creek, which breaks through the coast range at the Niles 
gap. 
Five ancLcrfie-half million gallons daily are now being pumped 


from these wells. 


The company is now engaged in installing^a pumping plant at 


the San Pablo delta, to the north of the town of Richmond, which 
will bring into the community an additional supply of three million

gallons per day. It is also engaged in increasing its pumping 
capacity at Alvarado by two million gallons per clay. It is also at 
the present time bringing in other sources of supply, which will' 
aggregate another three million gallons daily. 


The water from the new San Pablo pumping station will reach 


Oakland 
and 
Berkeley through 
a new twenty-four inch pipe, 


thirteen miles in length. This -pipe is at present being laid and the 
work is done almost exclusively by machinery. 
The trench^i.30 


inches wide by four feet deep, is. dug by a huge steam ditcher and 
the pipe is riveted by two steam riveters. The woi'k under this 
system progresses very rapidly, as high as eight hundred feet hav- 
ing been laid in a single day. 


The Peoples Water Company has acquired within a radius of 


12.miles from Oakland fifty thousand acres of water shed: this in- 
cludes the entire drainage area of the San Leandro creek, the San 
Pablo creek and Wildcat creek. The only one of these creeks now 


in use is San Leandro. 


Sajn Pablo creek, with its thirty square miles of water shed, is 


capable of supplying a daily capacity of ten million gallons, and 
the company is now engaged in the construction of a dam which will 
furnish a reservoir with a capacity of ten billion gallons. 


Wildcat creek is smaller but nearer to the center of town and 


will furnish a daily supply of two million gallons. 


The company has other water rights in the vicinity of Oakland 


which it is engaged in developing. 


The aggregate quality of water which the company can supply 


with only its present 
holdings, 


when fully developed, vfill aggre- 
gate fifty million 
gallons per 


day. 


The water shed 
from 
which 


these waters arc and will be taken 
is for the most 
part 
covered 


, 
with a dense growth of native 
trees, such as oak, laurel and ma- 
drone. 
All of the bare portions 


' 
of the water shed are now being 
planted by the 
company with 


Monterey pines and kindred trees, 
so that in a few years the entire 
water shed from which the water 
is drawn to furnish the inhabi- 
tants of the city of Oakland, will 
be covered with forests, thus not 
only increasing the 
supply 
but 


giving assurance that the supply 
thus furnished will be absolutely 
pure. 


In addition to planting of pines 


the company has 
under way a 


plan for planting the sugar gum 


, and other species of eucalyptus 


suitable for railroad 
ties, tele- 


graph poles and 
kindred 
uses. 


So that the watershed will not 
only furnish a crop of pure water 
but will furnish additional reve- 
nue from 
the 
timber planted 


thereon. 


It is not only important to have 


an abundant supply 
of water 


but this supply must be free from disease germs and contamination 
of ever}- nature and kind. Every precaution has been taken by the 
Peoples Water Company to meet this demand and the most com- 
plete bacteriological and chemical laboratory on the Pacific Coast 
has been installed by it, at which laboratory daily analyses are" made 
of the water from every source of supply furnished to the public. 
Professor Charles Oilman Hyde, sanitary engineer of the University 
of California, is in charge of this department and his careful inspec- 
tion and .suggestions, which have been carried into execution, have 
resulted in the city of Oakland having as pure a supply of water as is 
furnished to any city in the world. 
Oakland has as small a death 


rate from typhoid as any city of equal size in the world. 


Oakland is indeed fortunate in being so well supplied with the 


one necessity without which no city can prosper.
